S r A abort time ago the editor of the Mays 
Tille Eagle wrote a very sensil.le article in which 
h<* ri<Hcul#Mi tk# idea, of men from the fW*6 States, 
whose education necessarily nr«r«»* < * cs U^m 
apainst the institution of slavery, coming to the 
South and immediately turning ultra pro slavery 
men and joining in the hue and cry of "AI»oli 
tioniun" against all conservative Southern men. 
The editor of the F.agb lias expressed a doubt as 
to the sincerilv of all such professions of ct 
treme devotion on the part of such men to 
Southern interest;', and for his incredulity he has 
been l.itterlv denounced by a few UjJBlorratic or- 
gans. It is not a difficult matter to see whore 
the '• a h«*piuclu*, M a* it is wert known that thoae 

prominent in ringing the charges ui>on the sla- 
very .(notion are generally from the Northern 
States, in whose early training an hostility to 
Southern institutions l»ore a conspicuous part.

And as it i- dfffienlt to prevent the 
mind front wandering back to the time when 
Noi them and Southern men fought shoulder to 
shoulder for liberty, ;o is it impossible not to ad- 
mire the enterprise, the thrift, the daring, and 
the d< viitiou 1,1 lir, m unitions which character- 
ize the descendants of the Pilgrim lathers. The 
New Rogland States have produced men who 
have ever been foremost in literature, in science, 
iu mechanic*, and in all the arts which render a 
nation great, glorious and prosperous. But while 
we never join iu the reckless denunciation of 
the Northern people, we nevertheless utterly 
abominate the politics of the prevailing party in 
that section. 

It is hardly necessary to adduce teslimouy to 
prove that New Knglanders are generally edu 
caled to hold the institution of slavery in utter 
detestation.

property Hut when ■ Nortbcrn man cornea to 
the South and for the sake of political capital 
makes il.e i larery question his hobby, and do 
nounces Southern men a3 Abolitionsts, it is hurd- 
ly possible to help suspecting him. We regret 
to say that in the euitorial fraternity in the South, 
there ate ninny men of Northern extraction, who 
have left their homes in order to get respectable, 
an 1 who, by a .bspertsation of providence, have 
been placed in positions where they can use their 
vulgar proclivities for tho purpose of traducing 
better men than themselves Whenever such a 
Yankee adventurer, making his livingby scatter- 
ing tilth and slang, prates about Southern rights, 
denounce? the section in which he was raised, and 
v illifies true Southern rucu as Abolitionists, we arc 
very much inclined to suspect his sincerity. Such 
n man ha.s no interest in slavery which is reput; 
Mat to the feelings instilled into him in child- 
hood, and inasmuch as he so readily becomes a 
zealous pro slavery man to please his Southern 
patrons and thereby earn his bread, it is but rea 
sonablc to suppose that if it accorded with his in 
-terests to do ko- if ho were in an Abolition 
country- he would preach the rankest Abolition 
•em with as much zest as ever he lauded the po- 
♦•nliar institution. We candidly confess that we 
have no faith in the professions of these men, but 
arc inclined to regard them as itu posters, quacks 
and mountebanks. We know of no greater inso- 
lence than that of such scum when they dc. 
nounce Southern Americans as Abolitionists. 
But as that is the rallying cry with the Southern 
Democracy, their petty tools must be tolerated 
in such disguslin" exhibitions of their mendacity 
ami impudence.

Tin: Rri AriiRKu Africans.— We COM the 
following from the New York Journal of Com- 
merce of Tuesday: 

Wc h:ul the pleasure ot i call yesterday 
morning from Mr. McLain, Secretary of the 
American Colonization Society, who, having 
completed theouttit of the Niagaiaaud 6een her 
olf to sea, is now on his return to Washington. 

The service required of Mr. McLiin during 
tin- short interval of ono week allowed prior to 
the departure of the Niagara, in the preparation 
of the requisite quantity of provisions, blankets, 
agricultural implements, Ice* for the U6e of tho 
negroes while on board and their maintenance 
subsequent to landing, was of the most arduous 
kind; and the officers of the ship were not less 
actively employed in ridding her of her cable 
fixtures and dispatching her on her new mission 
of benevolence. Not leas than MJO men were 
employed uigut aud day until she went to sea on 
Suuday morning. 

Tho Pre«ident concluded a contract with the 
American Colonization Society last Wednesday, 
by which the ucgrocs are to be fed, clothed, and 
instructed for the space of one year. They are 
to receive inatrnetion in the arts of ririli/ed life, 
and whatever may seem best fitted to qualify 
them for usefulness in Liberia. Their youthful 
ness is favorable to improvement under such a 
regime, very lew of the number barbae yet 
reached maturity. Under the laws of the Libe 
rian Republic all persons under a^e are bound 
out during the period, of their minority , Per the 
service thus rendered the Society will receive 
something less than $f>0,U0b, or flfill for each 
negro. As soon as the contract was completed 
Mr. McLain immediately left for New York, 
where purchases of provisions wero made to the 
amount of JiS.eoti; clothing |B\3M; agricultural 
implements $1,00(1; all of which were shipped 
on board the Niagara. 

We are informed that the negroes will not all 
bo landed at one place, but distributed in small 
detachments at several points along the coast, 
whence they will be sent oil' to the receptacles 
for newly arrived emigrants recently prepared 
at Careysburg nnd other salubrious points, lor 
settlement in the interior. During the voyage 
they will occupy the spar deck of the frigate, so 
lately filled by the telegraph cable, and be serv- 
ed with food and sleep iu blankets on the deck, 
as is customary with lower class passengers 

Frightful Accident at the Ohio State Fair 
Two persons were killed and several were 
wounded at the Ohio State fair at Sandusky on 
Wcdnenday. The Cincinnati Times says: 

Four celebrated roadsters were brought into 
the ring in competition for the prizes. The hub 
of one of the vehicles nccidenfly raked the wheel 
of nnother, and in an instant split and tore from 
it every felloe. Tho horse attached to the broken 
sulky bounded oil" at a fearful speed. As he ran 
fearfully around the circle, the mass of people 
rushed away from the enclosure. 

The horse, still dragging the broken vehicle, 
dashed against the enclosure, broke down the 
barrier, and pursued his course. Turning sud- 
denly to the left, ho bounded in under the la 
dies' platform, where a number of mon, women, 
and children, totally ignorant of the causo of 
confusion, were setting. As ho sprang among 
them he fell and his progress was stopped. The 
scene at this point at that timo was fearful, men, 
women and children Hying in every direction, 
and the latter screaming with alarm. 

Several injured persons were picked up. An 
old gentleman named Mallack was taken up fa- 
tally injured. He died in one hour and a half 
after tho accident. A lady was silling holdin ,r 
her little girl by the hands. The horse-fell upon 
them, and iu rising again, kicked the child in 
the back The mother was pronounced not dan 
porous. The child died, (June a number of 
others were hurt in the rush, bnt only slightlv
